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POLICEMAN 1S SHOT 


Companion Chased by Another 
Patrolman Caught in the Jef- 
ferson Hotel Grill. 


After having been chased by two po- 
licemen at 5 o'clock this morning, Harry 
Merkle, 18 years old, who gave his ad- 
dress as 2101 Arsenal street, was found 
on a platform of Butler Brothers’ ware- 


house, on St. Charles west of Twelfth 
street, suffering from a serious bullet 
wound, and is at the city hospital in a 
critical condition. Emil Bossch, 17 
years old, who ran with Merkle from 
Thirteenth and Chestnut street, when 
the policemen approached them, was 
pursued into the Jefferson Hotel, where 
he Was arrested. Bossch's hand was 
out as he ran through the door of the 
hotel. He was treated at the dispen- 
gary and later was locked up. 

Two patroimen walking west on Chest- 
nut street, near Thirteenth street, saw 
two men standing on the corner. The 
men ran as the policemen drew near, 
One went north on Thirteenth street, 


with a patrolman after him. The po- 
iceman ordered the fugitive to halt, but
